The total net taxable- of Jackson

year are $36,150,320, 
according to a tabulation completed 
by .Limo Brunonian, county asses­ 
sor, and Albert Luedtke, auditor, b l ­ 
owing a revision of figures which was 
made upon receipt of an order from 
the state board of tax commissioners 
to increase appraisements ot 
both 
personal property and real 
estate. 
The new total, which does not include 
eorjiorations assessed bv the state 
board, is $19,352,490 more than the 
total la s t year. 
The total valuation 
last year was $16,797,830. 
The reports were completed fol­ 
lowing much work on the part of the 
assessor, auditor and the auditor’s 
deputy, C. ll.
